On the afternoon of I.^ay 2, 1949, I spoke to Mr. Donegan advising him 
of our thoughts in the natter of bringing Hl-XEU filh'GS before the Grand Jury, Ha 
advised that It is his full intention to bring her before the Grand Jury but he 
wants to do so at such time as he can handle her rather than Mr. Matlack. because 
of the scheduled appearance of certain Congressmen before the Grand Jury and the 
Imminent Hiss trial, he is not sure that he can arrange this in the immediate 
future. However, he will bear it in mind and stated that he definitely will 
bring her before the Grand Jiuy.

was interviewed by AU5A Prank Gordon erxl Larry Bailey on Koveraber 30, 1948 
in Kew York City in the presence of CA Chester Reilly for the purpose of Fa 

considering him as a possible witness at the trial of the Communist Party [ \.\ 

leaders. The results of this Interview were furnished to the Bureau by 
this office. Subsequently, on >»pril 7* 1949| Mr. McOohey advised that ha - 
was not going to use CROUCH as a witness because the Information he / 

possessed was too remote as it dealt back in the 1930*s. The Bureau was 
advised of this by teletype.
